to the motoring world the first writeup on the karts — those 
little pint-sized hustlers you see every weekend running around a 
parking lot, tennis court, or on an unused section of roadway. 
Having been subjected to the charm that the stormers possess and 
learning the hard way that to ride one is to want one, we had pre- 
dicted that the karts would take the hot rodding world by storm. 
The originators ard manufacturers hoped so, too. But no one fore- 
saw the snowball action that has since resulted, The seven or eight 
builders currently in the field (some of them former %-midget 
builders who have seen the light) are hard-pressed to keep up with 
the demand. Distribution of brochures and other descriptive litera- 
ture has necessitated second- and even third-printing editions. In 
short, few hobbies or sports have enjoyed the skyrocketing popu- 
larity that karting has. Last November’s magazine had titled the 
introductoy story “Wheels Under The Peasants,” and though now, 
one year later, the peasants are still riding, so are doctors, lawyers, 
sports car fanciers, kids who’ve outgrown %-midgets, and magazine 
editors (!), and from here it looks like the end is nowherfe in sight. 

As long as we’re talking karts, permit us to remind you that 
last month we initiated, with a regrettable lack of fanfare, a regular 
monthly feature known as “Putt Putts for Progressives.” As the 
title suggests, this is to be a series, by artist Chuck Pelly, on 
futuristic-type karts, each incorporating new and untried features. 
The unusual thing about it is that there is no text used — the draw- 
ings, and sketches of some of the more important details, are concise 
enough to be entirely self-explanatory. We hope all you kart en- 
thusiasts enjoy each month’s instalment and the somewhat unortho- 
dox manner in which they are presented.

NE OF the troops who help us put

Impressing on 
Don that the truck was no show vehicle 
and sturdy upholstery of plain yet con-

Since the truck did not originally 
come with a headliner, no place to 
secure one was installed and ee 
a tacking strip must be made. Using tS 
the metal edging strip from 
over the doors as a pattern, cut 
several for each side from 
paper panel board. 








Put the tacking strips in place 
with drive nails securing 

them to the metal door frame. 
A nail every two or three 
inches apart will provide a 
sturdy mount so the liner will 
not pull it loose when 
stretched. Spun glass insulation 
had been put inside the top. 





The bows which support the 
headliner across the top also 
determine the form it will have. 
Most any from your local 
wrecking yard will do, as any 
would have to be altered. 

Put one inside the cab, bend to 
the form you desire the liner 
to have and then cut to size, 
welding the forked tip back in 
place to the new length. 














Sheet metal screws are spaced 
along the ledges over the 
windshield and rear windows 
and accept the forked end of 
the bows, About? six bows 

will do it on these early models. 
Bend all bows to the same 
contour or the headliner will 
come out wavy. Screws 

stand out about %” for easy 
installation of liner. 


Now install the wind lacing around the doors. 
This mounts to the tacking strips and is 

made of the same (or contrasting if you desire) 
material as the seat upholstery. In this 

case we had chosen heavy Naugahyde in a 
burnished antique leather finish. Material 

is sewn around rubber rope or hose. 

Below, strips are cut from carefully measured 
lining material. Length is purposely long 

to gtab for tight stretching. 


Strips of lining material are 
sewn together with a loop of 
fabric stitched into the 

same seam which will provide 
support by which the headliner 
mounts to the bows. Slip 

all the bows into their 
corresponding loops and then 
trim the loops so the forked 
ends are clear.

Slip the forked bow tips over the metal 
screws, then tighten the screws. 

Working out toward the doors, stretch the 
perforated lining a bit at a time and 
staple in place to the tacking strip. 
Putting staples close together 

wrinkles out. Go slow and do a neat job. 





Once the headliner is securely stapled all 
the way around it may be trimmed of 
excess material. Any small wrinkles 

may be removed by sprinkling a little 
water on the area, as most lining fabrics 
will shrink somewhat. Shape of bows 

is clearly seen in seams, stressing 


importance of neatness. 


The section of lining above the seat 
cushions, while perforated, is not actually 
vented. A piece of panel boord is cut 

to fit around the rear window and down 
to the cushion. It is bent to fit in the 

cab and the lining material is rubber 
cemented to it, working out all wrinkles. 


Excess material is trimmed 
away, leaving about an inch to 
turn under and cement to 

the back. Area around rear 
window is not turned under as 
this will be used to tack 

panel to cab. 











To hide edges in sides of 


panel, a tack strip is installed 
which folds over to conceal 
the tack heads. Lower part of 
ponel is covered with black 
Naugahyde to blend in 

with seats and door panels. 


A job well done, Truck interior

Anyone deciding to construct a Class 
A vehicle is limited to a U.S. series 
‘production engine not newer than a 
1951 model and not over 274-cubic 
inches in swept volume. This permits 
uch favorites as the Ford 4, Ford or 
Merc flathead V8s, Studebaker ohv V8, 
Chevy 6 or 270 GMC, as well as many 
other less often modified U.S. engines. 
A Class B owner may use any engine 
available, limited only by total vehicle 
cost and the cubic inch limit. Engines 
in either class may be freely modified 
by use of special cams, multiple car- 
buretion or superchargers, etc, The 
designer has complete freedom in 
choice of transmission. The brakes 
must be four wheel hydraulics and 
have an emergency brake with a fly-off 
type (non-locking lever. As to safety 
features, firewalls of at least 16-gauge 
== metal are required, gas tanks must be 
isolated from the driver by a shield 
with accessible gas shut-off valve. A 
vibration-proof rear view mirror, hood 
safety straps and a one-quart mini- 
mum fire extinguisher are also stip- 
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ulated. Currently, use of roll bar and 
safety belt are optional. Total parts 
cost of either a Class A or Class B car 
cannot exceed 1,400 U.S. dollars, ex- 
cluding labor costs. Used parts are 
allowed a maximum 33% off on their 
original value by the Technical Com- 
mittee. 

For the first Mecanica Nacional 
event, held a little over a year ago, the 
Puebla Club made things even more 
attractive by offering cash prizes as 
well as trophies to the winners. In 
addition, there was a prize for the best 
constructed car regardless of its posi- 
tion in the race. 

Today, as during the past, the fight 
for top spot is between the “Stude- 
baker Spl.” of Adolfa Velasquez, the 
“Sanchez Bocanegra Spl.” and the 
“Thermoid Spl.” now owned by Luis 
De Garay. In 1957 Velasquez won the 
championship and the car still seems 
to be the one to beat this year. 

Velasquez uses a simple ladder 
frame made of 3-inch diameter tube, 
rolling on a full 1951 Jaguar suspen- 
sion system with Borrani wire wheels. 
He retained the four-speed Jag box 
and coupled it to the Studebaker V8. 
The engine is slightly hopped with the 
addition of a % cam, a couple of two-

barrel Strombergs and a bit more com- 
pression. The assembly is covered by a 
new plastic body resembling a Ferrari 
Formula body. 

The “Thermoid Spl.” was construct- 
ed almost entirely from a 1939 Ford 
sedan. The frame was shortened, Z’d 
and boxed to give a 94%-inch wheel- 
base, using the 3.78 to 1 rear axle ratio 
with shortened driveshaft and housing. 
The gearbox was fitted with 26-tooth 
Zephyr gears. The 3%¢ x 4-inch engine 
carries a set of headers, Winfield % 
cam, Edelbrock 8.5 to 1 heads and an 
Edelbrock dual manifold, 

Bocanegra also has a ’40 Ford-based 
machine, but he has gone one better 
now and installed an Ardun setup on 
his 35. x 4-inch engine, However, the 
‘combo hasn’t given the expected results 
due to suspension difficulties. Garage 
owner Bocanegra keeps modifying and 
driving, trying to put his car on top. 


Aside from the three above-mentioned 
ears which are consistently the most 
successful, there is one tube framed, 
Miller headed, Ford 4 cyl. and a Buick 
eight plus about six Ford V8 flathead 
engined cars fattening the field. The 
author is of the opinion that “you ain’t 
seen nothing yet.” 


We see now increased competition, 
more actual hot rods being constructed 
and the overwhelming majority of the 


cars being driven by their owner- 
builder. It seems then the “Mecanica 
Nacional” classes are the answer to 
Mexico’s racing problems. 


For those skeptical of the value of 
rodding “Mecanica Nacional” style, I 
can only point to a man who started 
toward the automotive racing top 
through this very medium — five-time 
World Champion, Juan Manuei 
Fangio. ©

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The Maiwald Bros. gas class roadster is one 
of the more consistent cars running at strips 
in and around Northern California.

The Cut 
Outs pride themselves on being immaculately 
dressed in club shirts and white pants at 
all club-entered events; and, of course, their 
modified automobiles are kept just as spol- 
less. Cut Outs are well known in the areo. 


F YOU HAD THE opportunity to be an unobtrusive observer at a typical 

meeting of the Cut Outs of Long Beach, California, you’d be impressed with 
the matter-of-fact, business-like atmosphere of the proceedings. Although its 24 
active members are at an average age of about 20, the club members have a 
maturity about them that is refreshing to the older person who can’t help but 
wonder at the activities of youth when there’s so much adverse publicity about 
them that gets into the newspapers. 

The Cut Outs, one of the oldest car clubs in existence in the Long Beach area 
(they were organized in 1941), speaks well for organized youthful activity. They 
have a constitution, by-laws, and oath of membership. Minutes of their meetings 
date clear back to April 16, 1941, the day they became officially organized as a club. 
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How one club organized to promote a better under- 
standing between car enthusiasts and the general 
public. Here also are some of the best customs of 
the area—all members’ cars. 


It isn’t exactly easy to become a member of the Cut Outs. Most important 
requirement is the prospective member must own a car that is “up to car show 
standards.” This simply means that it must have enough modifications and be up 
to such condition that it is acceptable as an exhibit by the sponsors of a car 
show; it must also be acceptable to the club membership to be worthy of represent- 
ing the Cut Outs and to carry the club plaque. Other qualifications include the 
passing of a safety check, being over 16-years-of-age, holding of a valid California 
driver’s license, and having adequate insurance on the car. Also important are 
the attendance at the weekly meetings, payment of dues ($1.00 per week), purchase 


of the club jacket. Members must abide by certain rules or expulsion from the club 
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could result. For instance, any member caught “dragging” on public streets or 
highways can be suspended; drinking at car shows or at club meetings is pro- 
hibited by an article in the Cut Outs’ by-laws. On top of these restrictions to 
membership, the club reserves the right to fine any member for any speeding, 
racing, or dragging ticket not to exceed $1.00 per mile-per-hour violation; and, 
any person getting such a ticket will automatically have his jacket and plaque 
suspended for a period of 21 days. Such are the stringent rules of membership 
to the Cut Outs. 

On the other side of the ledger, however, are the advantages of fellowship in 
a group of like-minded car enthusiasts. The Cut Outs are an exemplary bunch in 
that they are continually dreaming up new types of activities which membership 
in the club means fun and a real pleasure to belong. Their annual five-day party 
at Big Bear (a resort in the mountains above Los Angeles) is the talk of car 
enthusiasts for months after. Every few months they have a big dinner banquet 
at which time they do such things as award service pins to members who have 
been in the club over four years (at the last event, over half the members got 
them). Their do-good activities include such things as participating in the annual 
Long Beach Safety Check, helping such organizations as the City of Hope, the 
Retarded Children’s Foundation, and others by offering their services and cars to 
aid money collections. 

The Cut Outs do an excellent job in accomplishing their avowed purpose — 
that of promoting a better understanding between car enthusiasts and the public. @ 
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At a typical meeting of the Cut Outs, officers keep things in order and running smoothly as 
in any well-organized club. Present officers are Gary Thornton, president; Ron Dulin, vice- 
president; Jack Murray, secretary; Jerry Feigner, treasurer; Dick Gonzales, sergeant at 
arms. The club, up until only recently, was a member of the Associated Car Clubs of Long 
Beach. The Cut Outs have regular weekly meetings every Sunday evening in their own | 
club house, a large well-kept separate room and building at the rear of one of the | 
member's homes. Some of the trophies included in the display below are the Macmillan } 
Oil Company “Safety Award,” won two consecutive times; the Long Beach Motor Car | 
Dealers ‘Most Active Club Award 1957-1958"; and the “Long Beach Motor Patrol Officers :

N THE JULY ’58 issue of Rod & 
Custom it was stated an article 
would follow on late model plastic kits 
onverted to electric rail racing. The 
response to the earlier March drag 
racing article was so tremendous we 
' }felt a series was in order. This will be 
= }the first of that series dealing directly 
with drag racing in particular. 
In real drag racing the stock and gas 
lass cars are by far the most popular. 
The availability of scale kits of a ma- 
jority of the Detroit production cars in 
lastic will no doubt eventually make 
ese the leading draggin’ classes, 
MARCA, the new national organiza- 
tion for rail and slot racing, lists two 
scales for drag racing, 4oth and th. 
Of these most plastic kits fall into the 
%, scale on late models though some 
arry oth also, such as the Revell 
its. To create further competition, 
MARCA lists 2 classes for Stocks and 
2 for Gas class, plus A and B divisions. 
Under division A ball and roller bear- 
ing axles are allowed while in division 
B they are not. Class #1 Stocks must 
be of standard production body styles, 
with only slight customizing allowed, 
and must be geared between 1-1 and 
2.9-1. If Yo scale the tire diameter 
maximum is 1”, tread outside maxi- 
mum 2%”. If % scale, maximum tire 
dia. is 14%”, tread outside maximum is 
2%”. No slicks allowed. Class #2 is 
exactly the same with the exception 
he gearing must be between 3-1 to 5-1. 
as class #1 the body must be stock 
production style postwar, slight section 
or chop allowed, gear ratio optional. If 
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leo scale tire dia. maximum 1%”, tread 
outside maximum 2%”, If 4-445 scale 
tire dia., maximum 1%”, tread outside 
maximum 2%”. Class #2 is exactly the 
same with the exception bodies must be 
pre-war. With the above in mind pick 
your class and scale when building. 

For an example we will build a class 
#1 gas class, division B, “oth scale 
car. For this we chose the Revell Buick 
hardtop kit for two reasons. The 
smaller the car the more difficult the 
construction due to limited working 
space, so following the % scale con- 
struction should make %,4 scale much 
simpler. Our second reason is very 
selfish as we have a drag strip built 
to MARCA ‘pth scale and we would 
like to run the car after its completion. 
Remember that the actual chassis con- 
struction basically will hold true for 
any class or scale and you will be able 
to proceed letting your ingenuity be 
your guide. 

Presuming you are a beginner at 
electric rail racing you will need to 
pick up the following items at your 
hobby shop in addition to getting the 
plastic car kit. One-eighth inch I.D. on 
down to the smallest I.D. brass tubing, 
4 sizes in all; plastic glue; 4 Veco #359 
tires and wheels or, if you are building 
to other scales, use other Veco or Per- 
fect numbers to get the correct dia- 
meter, Get a Wilson, of Cleveland, #88 
pulley kit, a Pittman DC 60 motor and 
.005 and .015 shim stock. other items 
needed will be %” drill or steel welding 
rod and %” and %»” none-coated braz- 
ing rod, solder, acid and soldering iron.

If you plan to build more than one car, 
or have organized a club group, worth- 
while investments would be a 4-40 tap 
and #43 drill and short Allen screws, 
¥%” drill and a small screwdriver set. 

Our first operation is gluing the body 
sections together but leaving the tloor 
and all trim out of the inside of the 
car. We found on the particular car, 
the Revell Buick, the back sections of 
the inside door panels had to be trim- 
med to eliminate tire contact. It is best 
to stick the parts together to check the 
fit before the actual gluing takes place. 
The outer body shell plus grille and 
bumpers is all that can be used from 
the kit. 

For these kits frame construction is 
quite simple. A common rectangle is 
sufficient. For side rails we used %” 
I.D, brass tubing. The front cross- 
member is 4%,” I.D. tubing which also 


drag strip. Cars are sent up from 
finish line on foreground rails to 
staging area. Parallel lines lead 
from this area to the start line 
where two cars at a time can be 
started toward the “clocks.” The 
only handling necessary is the 
placing of the cars at the head 
end of the twin Y%-mile lanes. 


For the rear of 
the frame we bend a piece of \’

solder them together. Next put 2 pieces 
of %” O.D. welding rod through them 
with a wheel on each side. Before the 
wheel can be installed the center hole 
will have to be drilled out to %”. Do 
not drill the front wheels. Now with 
the outside wheel tread at the deter- 
mined width and a tube against each 
wheel drum you are ready to solder the 
tubes to the frame, being sure the 
wheel base created between the front 
and rear axle is proper for the kit 
being used. And this will take care of 
the basic frame. 

Drill the center hole in the axle 
pulley out to %”, cut an axle to proper§i 
length and insert it through the rear 
axle tubes, mounting the pulley in the

center. We used the middle-size pulley 
to give us a final 2-1 ratio, In drilling 
both the wheels and pulley a drill 
press or small lathe should be used to 
help eliminate wobble. Remove the 
tires from the rims and run a #43 
drill down through the rim bead to 
meet the center hole. Thread the hole 
with a 4-40 tap and slip the wheels 
on the axle, insert and tighten the 
Allen screws, then remount the tires. 

Next we go to the front end where 
we cut a piece of %,” O.D. tubing to 
the proper length and insert it through 
the front axle tube. The length should 
be so that the inner axle just lacks 
coming through the outside of the 
wheel with the drum against the axle 
tube. Slip the wheels on and hold them 
in place with straight pins inserted 


into the hole in the inner axle tube. 
Bending the pins slightly will hold 
them tight and your wheel will roll 
free. Do not attempt to use this pin 
set-up on anything other than cars 
built for straightaway use. 

With the frame sitting on rubber 
and the body shell assembled we are 
ready to mount the motor. The motor 
may be mounted standing upright or 
laying on its side for the lowest sil- 
houette. With ample space in the 
Buick body we mounted the motor up- 
right. Cut a piece of .015 shim stock 
1%” long and about %” wider than 
the inside of your frame. Bend a 
flange up on each side so the sides 
will contact the rails. Now position 
your motor so the body will clear it 
all around. With the proper angle and

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sides. It is wise to leave it long enough 
to touch the table and later trim it 
back to clear the rail spikes. 


We slipped on our contacts next. 
The tube on the front axle was insu- 
lated with a piece of plastic tubing. 
We inserted a piece of 4” brazing 
rod 2” long through the plastic with 
the bottom bend 90 degrees and set 
perpendicular to the rail looking down- 
ward and parallel to the table top. On 
the top side bend the rod parallel to 
both the rail and table surface. Two 
fans were cut from .005 shim stock, 
one being soldered to the above rod 
so it drags lightly on the positive or 
left rail. Solder the second one to the 
front axle at the guide hook so it will 
drag lightly on the guide or center 
rail. To the top end of the positive 
contact rod solder the wire that runs 
to the insulated brush on the motor. 
The motor should now run when the 
car is set on the rail. To get forward 
motion, cut the drive belt to the proper 
length and install. The belt should be 
free, not too loose or too tight. 


We can now run but still lack the 
body shell. To fasten the body it is 
suggested that you solder a small .015 
shim clip on each frame rail and glue 
a piece of plastic to the body protrud- 
ing so they will intersect at the de- 
sired point for proper body height and 
wheel alignment. You can use small 
screws to hold them together if you 
wish. The two side frame shims were 
bent upwards on the ends and inserted 
between the outer body shell and inner 
door panel, eliminating the need for 
Screws and giving an actual spring 
action. At any rate with the body 
mounted you are now ready to defeat 
your opponent.

up procedures. Some of them take screwy twists. For instance, le 
at the latest trend to six-carb log manifolds for the street. When B 
Crower brought out his fabricated sheet metal log setups three or fe 
years ago they were designed strictly for the track and strip. They 4d 
a beautiful job, too; for big fuel engines six or eight carbs on lo 
are close to injectors for efficiency. Then when Weiand brought o 
his cast aluminum “Drag Star” system a year or so ago, the log stoc’ 
jumped. I suppose it was inevitable that the guys would try ’em 
the street... and, of course, with the street trend more manufacture 
got into the act — Cragar, Offenhauser, Edelbrock. Now they’re e 
providing balance tubes between banks, progressive throttle linka 
and pushing them for street use! 

I still can’t see it. We’ve been taught (and I don’t think it’s-y 
been disproved) that even 180° suction impulses on a manifold sectie 
with small venturi area, was the secret of good low-end flexibility f 
the street. But here, even with the progressive linkage, when you fic 
the throttle pedal at 1000 rpm you have twelve big barrels dumpis 
into a common chamber feeding all ports. You know what’s going 
happen. Glug! I still like a big single 4-barrel or three or four sm 
-throats in line on a 180° manifold for most street engines. For co 
petition, you can’t beat the logs. 

On this subject of carburetor capacity, I have often been ask 
how much air flow restriction is set up by the standard Chevrol 
Rochester fuel injection air meter (this is the bell-mouth venturi ass 
bly on the left of the plenum chamber). If you figure the actual squa 
inches of air passage area through this annular venturi, you have a 
less than with some multiple carburetor installations. The gimm 
is that there is no extra crud blocking the venturi passage in the f 
air meter — like fuel nozzles, dump tubes, nozzle support braces, 
The result is that each square inch of venturi area will pass nea 
twice as much air for a given amount of restriction (pressure dro 
as a conventional carburetor. Our tests show a pressure drop acre 
the Chevy f.i. venturi of about 1% inches of mercury at an air fi 
rate equivalent to 300 hp. It would take dual quads or four big 2-thre 
carbs to match that. ,
